Hello/Adios is a collection of comics about 
moral struggles in young adulthood. Ina 
series of altercations between a girl and the 
angel and demon on her shoulders, 
Hello/Adios depicts the fight between the 
militant pressure to live healthy-holy-good 
and the ease of succumbing to a life of 
indulgence-sinful-bad. By the end, the 
protagonist seems to accept that she, like 
other people, is a complex mix of good/bad, 
and that’s okay.
